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YOUNG CANADIAN SCIENTISTS HAVE “RG 


hen the U.S. space shuttle 

Atlantis roared into the sky 

on November 26, 1985, it 
launched the scientific careers of two 
Ottawa students. The shuttle was 
carrying an experiment designed two 
years ago by Jean-Francois Deschénes 
and Daniel Rey, graduates of 
Charlebois High School in Ottawa 
and now second year engineering 
students. The youths had won a 
cross-Canada competition, sponsored 
by Telesat Canada, to place an 
experiment aboard the shuttle. 


Deschénes and Rey spent more than 
120 hours designing a test to deter- 
mine whether mirrors made in the 
near zero gravity of space have 
smoother reflective surfaces than 
mirrors made on earth. The two 
students plan to perform the same 
experiment on earth and compare the 
results. Their experiment could have 
practical applications by determining 
how to produce superior mirrors for 
telescopes and other equipment. 


A 17-year-old

in Bulgaria, November 4 to 30, 1985. 


Arthur Marshall, a student at King’s 
College in Halifax, received a Gold 
medal for his Grade 12 science fair 
project, “Circular Orbit Satellite 
Tracker.” The project is a computer 
model which graphically displays the 
paths that low-level satellites trace 
around the world. 


“Winning a Gold Medal at something 
like this is comparable to winning at 
the Olympics — it’s competing with 
the best that the world has to offer,” 
says Sheila Levitin, Assistant Execu- 
tive Director of the Youth Science 
Foundation (YSF). The YSF is a 
national organization which organizes 
science activities for young 
Canadians.

PROVINCES REPORT 
ON 


SUCCESS: UIE yx 


ach of Canada’s provincial 
Te and territorial governments 
took special initiatives during 
1985 to help youth commemorate 
their year. Here is an overview of 


some of these activities: 


Highlights of IY Y festivities in 
British Columbia included: a 
“Save a Friend” poster contest on the 
theme of alcohol and drug depen- 
dency; a booklet to give youth 
information on government services 
and programs for youth; a recruit- 
ment program to encourage youth 
from across B.C. to work at Expo ’86; 
and television ads targeted at youth 
on the effects of drinking and driving. 
The province also designated a 
Minister Responsible for Youth, not 
only for 1985, but for the future as 
well. The minister appointed 12 
young people to the first youth 
advisory council in B.C. to advise the 
government on youth concerns. 


In the Yukon, a Youth Conservation 
Council was established to promote 
environmental concerns. Young 
Yukoners participated in a lively 
Youth Arts Festival, as well as in 
workshops, cultural exchanges, 
history trips, outdoor programs and 
other activities. A special camp was 
set up to offer young people training 
in traditional skills by native elders. 
In addition, Recreation Board 
members from across the territory 
participated in a seminar on youth- 
related issues. Major events such as 
Canada Day and community festivals 
focused on youth. 
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Alberta’s three major initiatives 
were: allotment of funds for IYY pro- 
grams; the involvement of all govern- 
ment departments in youth issues 
during 1985; and the formation of an 
Alberta Youth Year Secretariat 
(A.Y.Y.S.) to coordinate activities. A 
ten-member advisory committee 
made up equally of young people and 
adults was set up to assist the 
eve se 


Project Do was the largest grant 
program and funded 169 projects by 
local governments, organizations and 
individuals. The province also set up 
a Youth Year Workshop Program, a 
Youth Exchange Program, and an 
awards program for outstanding 
young achievers. In addition, a 
province-wide, government- 
sponsored youth conference brought 
together more than 1500 young 
delegates from across the province for 
three days of discussions, workshops 
and social events. 


The Government of Saskatchewan 
funded a wide variety of recreational, 
cultural and educational IYY acti- 
vities. In the field of recreation and 
sports, there were expeditions and 
treks, sporting events, Pow Wows and 
major competitions. In arts and 
culture, the province sponsored band 
festivals, choral camps, dance work- 
shops and tours, orchestra workshops, 
writing competitions, theatrical 
performances and art contests. Many 
activities, such as conferences and 
workshops promoted social inter- 
action and information exchange 
among young people. 


The Northwest Territories 
launched IYY with a Territorial 
Youth Forum, held in conjunction 
with a special sitting of the legislative 
assembly. The Forum recommended 
a permanent structure within govern- 
ment to promote youth involvement 
in territorial society. The government 
is responding by developing a long- 
term youth action plan with the help 
of youth representatives and 
individuals. 


Funding from the territorial govern- 
ment helped NWT youth participate 
in a variety of regional and national 
IYY events. Young people from the 
territory also prepared and presented 
a brief about their concerns to the 
Special Senate Committee on Youth. 


Manitoba Youth Week (May 6 - 11, 
1985) launched IYY activities in many 
communities across the province. 
There were festivals, workshops, 
peace ceremonies and special per- 
formances. In keeping with the 
“development” theme of IYY, the 
government encouraged youth parti- 
cipation in World Food Day (October 
16). In November, a youth conference 
brought together young Manitobans 
from all parts of the province to share 
experiences and plans for the future. 
The province’s [YY publications 
included a summer calendar, a news- 
letter and brochures on employment, 
education and training and youth 
rights. The government also provided 
funding for a wide variety of youth 
initiatives. 


In Ontario, community organiza- 
tions were encouraged to participate 
in IYY through a large-scale 
promotion program. Ontario 
businesses were also encouraged to 
support the year and did so through 
activities such as career seminars and 
expositions for youth. Various 
ministries set up special projects or 
incorporated IYY into existing 
programs and events. In addition, the 
province hosted special events 
including: award banquets honouring 
young people for outstanding 
achievements, a major high-jump 
competition, and a week-long arts 
and recreation festival.

The Government of Quebec estab- 
lished a substantial grant program to 
help young Quebecers celebrate the 
year. The program assisted 700 
projects by more than 5000 young 
organizers. IY Y celebrations in 
Quebec resulted in an outpouring of 
youthful creativity. There were youth 
newspapers and magazines, radio and 
television shows, conferences, 
workshops, art projects and theatre 
productions; and new youth services 
were established. In addition, 15 new 
government youth-serving projects 
were set up ina variety of fields 
including international relations, 
education and environmental 
protection. 


The Government of New Bruns- 
wick introduced two new programs 
in honour of TY Y. The Youth Invest- 
ment Program gave awards to young 
people who engaged in volunteer 
work. The Special Grants Program 
provided financial assistance for 
sports and recreation projects mark- 
ing IYY. A third major government 
initiative was a Youth Sport Sympo- 
sium for young athletes, coaches, 
officials and administrators. 


The Government of Nova Scotia 
prepared for IYY by surveying the 
interests and needs of young people 
in the province. Various departments 
conducted youth seminars or con- 
ferences on relevant themes and 
published information targeted at 
youth. As well, the government 
published a directory of the services 
provided to youth by its departments 
and agencies. A Youth Initiatives 
office was established as part of the 
Department of Human Resources 
Development and Training. This 
office organized a symposium on 
future education needs for youth. In 
addition, the government sponsored a 
number of career fairs for youth. 


Youth of Prince Edward Island 
participated in a variety of commu- 
nity activities as well as in national 
programs marking IYY. One of the 
province’s major IY Y events was a 
Youth Parliament held in the 
Provincial Legislative Assembly on 
November 27, 1985. The special day 
allowed young islanders to share their 
ideas and test their abilities in a simu- 
lated parliamentary session. The 
island’s youth received another 
important opportunity to express 
themselves on major issues when the 
University of Prince Edward Island 


project was one of hundreds of youth initiatives 


hosted a P.E.I. Youth Invitational 
Conference. The provincial govern- 
ment responded to young people’s 
concerns by increasing its emphasis 
on job creation programs for youth. 
The Government of P.E.I. also 
honoured its youth through a newly- 
created annual Youth of the Year 
Award. 


The Government of Newfoundland 
and Labrador helped fund more 
than 50 special projects during IYY. 
Three major projects were: 

1) a theatrical production by young 
people on the problem of making 
wise career choices; 

2) Project Peace which featured arts 
and drama competitions for young 
people on the theme of world peace; 
3) a Youth Awards Program to 
honour outstanding young people of 
Newfoundland and Labrador. 


Other major provincial initiatives 
included: funding for a youth 
employment program, grants to 
youth organizations, development of 
career guidance materials on oppor- 
tunities in the resource industries, 
and a travel subsidy program to 
enable the province’s youth to attend 
national conferences during 1985.

youth unemployment when they 
meet at the World Conference on 
Youth in Nanaimo, British Columbia, 
this summer.

20 to 25, 1986, and is expected to 
draw approximately 700 youth dele- 
gates — 200 Canadians and 500 from 
abroad. As well, the event will feature 
talks by authors Alvin Toffler and 
Marilyn Ferguson. 


Participants will look at employment 
problems of young people in different 
parts of the world, discuss future 
trends in job markets, share informa- 
tion on successful projects in different 
countries and discuss further 
strategies. 


The aim is to bring enterprising 
young people together so that they 
can learn from one another’s 
experiences, says Jim Spinelli, 
Conference Coordinator. He also 
expects that the conference will 
inspire the creation of new communi- 
cation networks and international 
cooperation among young people 
concerned with employment issues. 


Participants in the event will be 
selected on the basis of their partici- 
pation in employment projects, their 
overall community involvement and 
their potential contributions to the 
conference.

en young Canadians had an 

opportunity to make a state- 

ment at the world’s most 
important international forum — the 
United Nations — in November, 
1985. The ten youths from across 
Canada were participating in a World 
Conference for International Youth 
Year held in conjunction with cele- 
brations of the UN’s 40th anniversary. 
The conference allowed the UN’s 
General Assembly to discuss progress 
made during IY Y. Canada’s address 
to the Assembly, delivered by M.P. 
Leo Duguay, included a statement 
drafted by our youth delegation. 


The statement pointed out that 
young Canadians want nations to 
make a long-term commitment to 
improving conditions for youth. It 
also observed that: ““We in Canada 
have been fortunate to experience a 
very successful International Youth 
Year and have seen the fruition of 
many of our youth’s ideas... Give us 
a chance to tell everyone how we 
think issues of global concern can be 
addressed.” 


The conference also gave Canadian 
youth delegates an inside look at the 
United Nations. They met with 
Canada’s ambassador to the UN, 
Stephen Lewis; sat in on some UN 
committee discussions; and made 
contacts with other youth from 
around the world attending the event. 


YOUTH TAKE STAND NFB PROJECT GROOMS 
ON LEGAL ISSUES YOUNG WOMEN 
FILMMAKERS 
ike other citizens, young 
ie people in Canada are deeply 
affected by the country’s 


legal system. But they don’t often get 
a chance to discuss the system among 
themselves or with legal authorities. 
A conference held in Ottawa January 
13 to 17, 1986 was designed to give 
youth just such an opportunity. 
Sponsored by the Department of 
Justice, the conference brought 
together some 160 youth representa- 
tives from various regions and back- 
grounds to share views about young 
people’s relationship to the law. 


. 


The event featured workshops on the 
criminal justice process, problems 
(e.g. language or education barriers) 
in gaining access to justice, human 
rights issues, family law issues and 
the special needs of cultural mino- 
rities. Speakers included the Minister 
of Justice, the Chief Justice of 
Canada, the Minister of State (Youth) 
and several UN representatives. 


As a result of the discussions, the 
young participants drafted recom- 
mendations to present to federal 
authorities for improving the way the 
judicial system serves Canada’s 
youth. 


he National Film Board’s 
Ve Studio D has an international 
reputation for its high- 
quality documentaries on issues of 
concern to women. Studio D is now 
using its expertise to produce five 
films by and for young people and to 
give young women training in film- 
making. The bilingual project has 
brought 25 young women from across 
the country to Studio D premises 
in Montreal where they have been 
learning various aspects of film- 
making while working on the series. 


Two of the films (one in English and 
one in French) are based on a recent 
cross-Canada tour by young people 
from war-torn countries. Other films 
will deal with women’s body image, 
rape and role models for women. The 
film subjects were chosen by the 
participants themselves. 


Student producer Premika Ratnam, 
24, is enthusiastic about the project 
because of Studio D’s high profes- 
sional standards and the fact that it 
operates as a collective. This means 
that everyone is on an equal footing, 
she explains. 


‘All the participants feel important 
and that they have something to 
contribute. We all learn from one 
another.” 


PROJECT URGES YOUTH TO BE 


WISE CONSUMERS 


oung people are vulnerable 

consumers and need to 

become more aware of their 
rights and responsibilities in the 
marketplace. This is the message that 
two teams of youth representatives 
are taking to communities across the 
country in an effort to help young 
Canadians become more knowledge- 
able and respected consumers. 
Another objective is to enhance the 
coooperation and understanding 
between youth and the business 
community, as well as the public at 
large. 


The teams (two members in each) are 
a part of a project called Count Us 
In/Compter Sur Nous, sponsored by 
the Department of Consumer and 
Corporate Affairs and the Minister of 
State (Youth) and implemented by 
the Canadian Council on Children 
and Youth (CCCY). In each commu- 
nity the youth representatives are 
speaking to youth groups, labour 
organizations, businesses and the 
media on two main topics: Access to 
Financial Services and Making the 
Right Buy. 


The project is needed, says a CCCY 
report, because young people are 
often “adrift without a rudder” in 
today’s sophisticated marketplace. 
They lack consumer education and 
may not have much money, but they 
are pressured by advertising to 
spend. 


In addition to the information blitz 
by youth representatives, Count Us In 
has two other components: 


@ The Canadian Council on Social 
Development has been contracted to 
prepare a report on non-governmental 
youth employment services covering 
such areas as personal development, 
occupational skills development and 
finding jobs. 


@ The Canadian Foundation on 
Economic Education is preparing a 
guide on financial planning for young 
people.

y iving in a bilingual country 
/ isan inspiration to many 
howe creative young Canadians. 
This was apparent when more than 
1,500 young people poured out their 
thoughts on the subject through a 
creative writing contest sponsored by 
the Commissioner of Official Lan- 
guages during IY Y. The Commis- 
sioner had invited Canadians aged 15 
to 24 years to express their views 
about Canada’s bilingualism through 
a short piece of fiction such as a story, 
poem, radio or video script. Response 
was enthusiastic and entries of high 
calibre, the Commissioner, Mr. 
D’ Iberville Fortier, said at an awards 
ceremony for the contest winners on 
December 11, 1985. 


The 20 winners were honoured at 
Rideau Hall during an event hosted 
by the Governor General of Canada, 
her Excellency the Right Honourable 
Jeanne Sauvé. The contest was open 
to English and French entries in two 
age categories: 15 to 18 and 19 to 24. 
There were five English and five 
French winners in each category. 


The winners received $500.00 each 
for publication rights. The texts will 
be published by the Commissioner of 
Official Languages in the quarterly 
magazine Language and Society, and 
will also be available to the media.

4 n Cold Lake, Alberta, a group 
fof enterprising junior high 
¢ school students set up a 

computer-based information service 
to let people in their area know about 
community events and activities. In 
St-Jér6me, Quebec, a project called 
Opération Fumelage paired secondary 
school students with people in the 
work force to help the students decide 
on the kinds of careers they wanted to 
pursue. In Vernon, British Columbia, 
three socially-conscious young people 
undertook summer programming for 
the residents of a halfway house for 
abused children. 


These are just a few of the hundreds 
of projects and initiatives that young 
Canadians are involved in. A samp- 
ling of these activities 1s brought to 
life in a new publication entitled: Our 
Time, Our Place, published by the 
Minister of State (Youth). The book- 
let is based on the work of a team of 
researchers hired, during the summer 
of 1985, to identify and report on 
youth-directed projects across the 
country. The researchers gathered 
information on more than 700 activi- 
ties, a number which, as the booklet’s 
introduction points out, “does not 
even approach the final tally of pro- 
jects undertaken during International 
Youth Year.” Not all the projects 
began or ended during 1985. But all 
were conceived, designed and carried 
out by young people. 


Our Time, Our Place is a collection of 
55 short articles describing projects 
which exhibited unusual creativity or 
were representative of a large number 
of similar projects. In the preface the 
Minister of State (Youth), Andrée 
Champagne dedicates this booklet 
to Canada’s youth. She urges young 
people to use Our Time, Our Place as 
an inspiration to put their own skills, 
ideas, initiative and energy to work.

INTERNATIONAL YEAR 


OF PEACE PROCLAIMED 


n October 24, 1985 the 
@ General Assembly of the 

United Nations proclaimed 
1986 to be the International Year of 
Peace. Recognizing that peace is 
multidimensional — encompassing 
everything from disarmament and 
development to the exercise of 
human rights and the protection of 
the environment — the Proclamation 
calls upon all people to join with the 
United Nations in “resolute efforts to 
safeguard peace and the future of 
humanity.” When Canada co- 
sponsored the International Year of 
Peace resolution, Ambassador for 
Disarmament, Douglas Roche told 
the General Assembly: “‘... we do not 
consider that the deprivation, conflict 
and injustice which characterize 


global relations today will disappear 
during the next 12 months — that 
would be unrealistic. What we do 
expect is that world-wide efforts to 
promote peace will be intensified in 
this year and, indeed, as the resolu- 
tion urges, forever.” 


The Government of Canada has 
developed a program which will 
encourage as many Canadians as 
possible to promote peace in this 
International Year of Peace.

he Commonwea!th Youth

The Youth Service 
Awards Scheme invites Common- 
wealth governments to nominate the 
best youth projects in their respective 
countries for the award. Factors that 
will be considered when making 
awards include: the degree and quality 
of participation of young people in 
the project and the value of the 
project to the community. 


Each award-winning team will 
receive personal mementos such as 
medallions, while two members of 
each team will get a travel fellowship. 
Only two submissions may be made 
by any one country, and a maximum 
of five awards will be made each year 
for the whole Commonwealth. An 
announcement regarding the reci- 
pients of the 1985-86 awards is 
expected shortly after the Common- 
wealth Youth Affairs Meeting in May 
1986.
